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Dear Examiner Meinecke Diaz: 

During the telephonic interview on August 11, 2010, between Examiner Susanna M. 
Diaz, Applicant Matthew Schoen, Wayne Perg, and Peter K. Trzyna, the Examiner agreed to 
consider a proposed amendment, and she informed the Applicant that she was still exploring 
some search strategies related to the claim language. On Friday, August 13, 2010, the 
Applicant’s representative submitted a proposed amendment to the Examiner for discussion. 
However, the Examiner explained that, in light of the cited art identified in recent searches, she 
didn’t feel the proposed amendment would put the claims in condition for allowance (even if 
conditions corresponding to the rules in the independent claims were more positively recited). 
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Participants also discussed Claim 1 and the Walker cited art. An agreement with respect to the 
claims was not reached.
